We maintain growing plants of all our Fuchsias for display purposes and our garden 
is a riot of color all during the summer and fall. The public is cordially invited to 
enjoy this display and here you may see the Fuchsias grown in the various forms; trail- 
ing in hanging pots, trained to tree form, and also espaliered. Each year we hold a 
Fuchsia Show at the Nursery open to the public when Fuchsias are at the height of 
bloom. This generally occurs in early September and at this time a preview is given of 
new varieties to appear the following spring. Keep this period in mind as we have 
thousands of people who eagerly look forward to this occasion. 


CULTURE—Fuchsias love the shade and moisture and for this reason are well 
adapted for the shady side of buildings where they give a wealth of bloom. They respond 
to a rich soil and applications of well rotted manure is advocated with additional 
feedings of more concentrated plant food. They will not stand an outside temperature 
below 20 degrees Fahrenheit. 


PRICE—Price of all plants except where noted otherwise is as follows: 
From 4-inch pots, 50c each. 
Many varieties in larger sizes from $1.00 up. 
Trailing varieties in 10-inch hanging pots, $3.00 up. 


New Introductions in hanging pots at $4.00 up. 


SUBSTITUTIONS—When ordering by mail it would be wise to list a few substitute 
varieties in case certain ones ordered are out of stock. Otherwise we will use our discre- 
tion in making substitutions. 


SALES TAX—AII orders in California carry a 3% Sales Tax and should be added to 
remittance sent. Orders shipped outside of California are not subject to this tax. 


SHIPPING—We prepay all cash orders over $4.00 in California. Outside of California, 
shipping charges are to be paid by purchaser. Such orders will be sent charges collect 
if payment does not cover. For instance, four plants from four-inch pots will weigh 
five pounds packed for shipment and for each plant over four add one-half pound and 
rates from the different zones may be computed.

BACHELOR GIRL (Schmidt-Tiret) — Trail- 
ing double pale mallow with green tipped 
white sepals flushed palest pink inside.

BLOOMER GIRL (Muriel Waltz) — Double 
bell shaped flowers in a natural trailer. 
Pleated petals of palest pink veined car- 
mine. Short tube and sepals of bright 
carmine.

CHRYSANTHEA—Basket type, very large 
double, sepals red and corolla purple.

Sport of AMERICA, identical in growth 
and flower except the long tube white 
and sepals outside slightly flushed pink. 


FALLING STARS (Reiter Sr.)—Trailing. A 
glorified MORNING MIST. Tube and 
broad sepals of a pale carmine scarlet. 
Large corolla of deep brick orange red. 


GAY PAREE (Tiret)—Double corolla with 
center petals purplish and with variega- 
tion, outside petals phlox pink with pur- 
ple splashes. Broad upturned white se- 
pals tipped green flushed pale carmine.

JACK SHAHAN (Tiret) — Trailing single 
variety with long tube and sepals. The 
tube and pagoda shaped sepals are of 
the palest Rose Bengal and the petals of 
the same margined a deeper shade.

Fine for the rock 
garden in the shade. Red fruit. 


RED CAP (Hodges)—Large single flaring 
corolla of cerise rose with orange flush 
at darker petal edges. Thick tube and 
sepals bright red. Best used as a trailer 
and a new addition in color to this group. 


RED SPIDER (Reiter Sr.)—Spidery flow- 
ers have a long tube and exceedingly 
long narrow sepals of deepest crimson 
and long pointing petals of deep rose 
madder veined and margined deep crim- 
son. A very good trailer. 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reiter Sr.) — Trailing 
type. A rather thick translucent tube and 
the sepals are a pale carmine rose in the 
inside and carmine rose on the outside. 
Large single corolla of pure deep orange 
red. 


SNOWFLAKE — Single white bell-shaped 
corolla, upcurled sepals white. Strong 
grower with dark green foliage, easy to 
grow, free blooming. 


SNOW FLURRY (Schnabel) — A trailing 
semi-double near white of medium size 
with rosy flush at base of tube and pet- 
als. Arching to pendulous growth. 75c 
each. 


STREAMLINER (Tiret) — Patented. Long 
semi-double corolla of deep crimson and 
extra long twisted and curved crimson 
sepals.

CHANG (Oriental) (Hazard & Haz- 
ard) — Single, floriferous. Color- 
ing and form suggest the Orient. 
Tube and back of sepals tinted 
with same color. Inside of sepals 
is almost white. Petals are delft 
rose; sometimes scarlet, fre- 
quently a blending of scarlet and 
pomegranate purple. 


CHAS. ABRAHAM—Upright single 
medium size flower, sepals red 
and corolla purple. 


CHERIE (Hodges) — Single corolla 
with blue-purple petals, near 
white at base, veined and rolled 
in at edges. Long broad rose-red 
upturned sepals. Medium upright 
growth.

ANTIGONE — Large loose 
growing plant with gor- 
geous single flowers of 
waxy white sepals and deep 
orange pink corolla. Indi- 
vidual in form and color of 
flowers. 


ARBORESCENS (Syringae- 
flora) — Mexico. Erect ter- 
minal panicles of small rosy 
lilac flowers. Different 
from all other Fuchsias. 
Strong growing. 


AURORA SUPERBA — Sepals 
and tube of light orange 
apricot, corolla of deep or- 
ange peach. One of the very 
fine importations of a few 
years ago. 

BLUE BONNET (Hodges)— 
Single flaring corolla of 
light blue deepening to pur- 
ple blue with long broad 
upturned sepals to bright 
red. 

BOLIVIANA (Braziliensis) — 
Bolivia. Standing more sun 
and heat, tall growing, free 
blooming over the summer, 
with clusters of long thin 
flowers of scarlet red.

CITATION (Hodges)—A prize winning 
Fuchsia with single corolla of four 
broad white petals, lightly veined 
pink at base which open to wide 
saucer form. Tube and medium sized 
upturned sepals light to rose pink. 
Bushy, upright grower. 


CLAIRE DE LUNE (Moonlight) — 
Broad leaves similar to MONTEREY. 
Long narrow blooms of salmon- 
orange, corolla flaring out at the 
end of tube. 


CORYMBIFLORA ALBA — Peru. Tall 
growing, like preceding, with long 
thin white tube and sepals and short 
deep red corolla.

COUNTESS OF ABERDEEN (Schnee- 
witchen)—A gem in the Fuchsias with 
small pale pink, sometimes white co- 
rolla, with white tube and sepals. 


COUNTRY COUSIN (Hodges)—Another one 
of the Hodges large open flowered singles 
of rich violet purple petals near white 
at base and heavily veined flesh color. 
Deep red tube and upturned sepals. 
Medium upright grower. 


ERECTA NOVELTY — Single white and 
light pink, corolla margined with rose. 
Flowers erect. 


FANFARE (Reiter Sr.)—Very large trum- 
pet shaped flower with an amazing rich 
coloring. Exceptional vigor and fine fo- 
liage. The long narrow tube and sharply 
pointed sepals of a varnished turkey red. 
The large flaring corolla is of pure scar- 
let. 


FULGENS — Mexico. Large, hairy, light 
green leaves with orange vermilion co- 
rolla, orange-pink tube with green tipped 
sepals. 


GAY SENORITA—Single bell shaped co- 
rolla deep lilac flushed rose with distinct 
light border edging the petals. Sepals 
long and spreading, deep rose red. Good 
grower and free flowering.

Rasmussen, S.F.) — Variegated sport of 
Glendale. Flowers the same as Glendale, 
but leaves of deep and light green, cream 
and gold with a reddish flush on young 
leaves.

Medium height, with small 
glossy blue-green foliage and a mass of 
tiny bright crimson flowers. 


JUNE CAROLYN (Evans & Reeves)—Long 
single flowers with corolla of coral 
blended with carmine and orange pink 
sepals. Tall grower with fine foliage. 


LA BIANCA (Tiret)—Single white corolla 
and short tube and long upturned sepals 
white tipped green. Medium grower.

MAXINE ELIZABETH (Tiret)—Single bell 
shaped corolla nearly white at base, 
deepening to rose-red toward orange- 
flushed petal edges. Long, upright sepals 
flushed pink on outside, salmon pink on 
inside. Strong upright grower with large 
flowers. 


MAZDA—Large single of crisp, deep car- 
mine, spreading corolla and gracefully 


recurved sepals. A prize winner. 


MINUET—Very floriferous in brilliant red 
sepals and purple single wide open co- 
rolla. Upright growth. 


MISS CALIFORNIA (Hodges) — Single to 
semi-double white with faintest pink 
glow inside corolla. Short tube and long 
broad pointed upturned sepals of me- 
dium pink shaded deeper pink. 


MORNING GLORY — Single orchid pink 
and pale pink. Corolla clear orchid pink, 
flaring as Sunset, sepals upturned pale 
pink. Free blooming, self-branching. 


MRS. J.D. FREDERICKS (Evans & Reeves) 
—Fast growing plant with masses of 
dainty salmon pink blossoms. Should be 
allowed to grow into a large spreading 
specimen.

OREGON TRAIL (Hodges) — Single hoop 
skirt corolla of light amparo purpie 
veined rose red; tube and sepals are 
crimson. Medium spreading grower. 


OTHERFELLOW (Hazard) — Small single 
flower with very soft rose shading to 
white at base.

ROYAL FLUSH (Hodges) — Very large 
single flower of royal purple petals, flesh 
colored at base and veining toward 
center. Tube and broad, long upturned 
sepals deep red. Flat open flower on 
medium tall plant. 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reiter, Sr.)

SERENADE — Very strong 
grower with immense clus- 
ters of single rose pink 
blooms with light pink sep- 
als. Huge flower mass at tips 
make a grand show. 


SLEIGH BELLS (Schnabel) — 
A single all white beautiful 
flower. The single white cor- 
olla forms itself into a per- 
fect bell. Can be grown as a 
bush or is fine as a trained 
espalier. $1.00 each. 


SERRATIFOLIA—Peru and 
Chile. Long tube white tinted 
carmine shading to green at 
tips of sepals, deep orange 
pink corolla shading to car- 
mine at base. 


SOUTH PACIFIC (Hodges) — 
Large saucer shaped single 
corolla of white petals veined 
deep pink, opening perfectly 
flat, broad upturned crimson 
sepals. Upright bushy grower. 
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STARGAZER (Reiter Jr.) — Small bushy 
plant with upright flowers. The tube and 
sepals are pale rose madder and petals 
are rose madder heavily margined and 
marbled at their base with Imperial pur- 
ple. An excellent pot plant.
